london, April 3.— W ith tho oxoep- 
tion of the 
big air raid of Tan. 31, 
when the casualties were sixty-seven 
persons killed and 117 injured, the 
Zeppelin raids of Friday and Satur­ 
day nights caused greater loss of life 
than any previous aerial attacks tills 
year. 
The total 
casautlies for 
the two 
nights, according to an official report, 
were fifty-nine persons killed and 166 
wounded. 
As some compensation for this sac­ 
rifice of life, 
however, 
the British 
public finds satisfaction in practical 
proof afforded of a great improvement 
in the defensive methods dealing with 
aerial incursions. 
For the first time 
since the inception of this method of 
warfare on the British coast not only 
has one raiding Zeppelin been brought 
down aud 
its crew taken 
prison*!’, 
but the official report recounts an ex 
citing aerial tight between a Zeppelin 
and 
a 
British 
airman. 
Lieutenant 
Brandon, who. mounting to a height 
of 8,000 feet, Hew over the raider and 
dropped several bombs on it with ef­ 
fect. 
The machine of Lieutenant Brandon 
was hit several times by machine gun 
bullets from the Zeppelin. 
It is still 
unknown whether the Zeppelin in this 
tight was the DIG, which was brought 
down off the Thames estuary, or an­ 
other craft, which is believed to have 
dropped its machine guns, petrol tank 
and other parts. 
Alfred Brandon, the British airman. 
is a native of Wellington, N. Z 
He is 
thirty-two years old and only joined 
the flying corps last July. 
There has been constant acuation 
In the newspapers for British airmen 
to ascend and attack Zeppelins and 
the fact that this has been successful­ 
ly done gives promise of still greater 
achievements In the same direction. 
At the same time it will tend to In 
crease public confidente that the au­ 
thorities are making progress In their 
efforts to deal with the Zeppelin dan­ 
ger.
